They provide a means of 
subsistence within specific

ity to become gainfully employed 
or is established in a self support­ 
ing occupation. 
Q. To whom are 
readjustment 
allowances available? 
A. Readjustment allowances are 
available to any person who shall 
have served in the active military 
or naval service 
of 
the 
United 
States at any time after Sept. 16. 
1940, and prior to tne termination 
of World War II, provided: 
(a) 
such person has been 
discharged 
or released from active service un­ 
der conditions other than dishon­ 
orable: and (b) the 
duration 
of 
such active service was 90 days or 
more, except that such a person 
having less than 90 
days 
active 
service may be eligible if he were 
discharged or released by 
reason 
of injury or disability incurred in 
lire of duty.
